*>• By 5 December two-thirds of the foreign Communist troops in Korea 
had been evacuated 5 they were replaced by Chinese Communist troops o*^* 
Very few casualties were suffered from allied bombing during these 
troop movements* 

Co Most of the non-Communist guerrillas and agents in North Korea have 
been i^iped out and their activities no longer hamper the Communist 
war effort*
